General Kuropatkln’s story leaves 
the Russians still tenaciously holding 
the* north hank 
of the Shakhe river, 
but general belief is that this is only 
the 
desperate finale 
of one of 
the 
greatest military dramas of history, 
and that, the Russian army as a whole 
is retiring toward Mukden, having suf­ 
fered at the most conservative esti­ 
mate a loss of over 30,000. 
On the left flank, which was one of 
the most important points in the line 
of battle absolutely nothing is heard, 
which leaves the inference that it is 
not in a position to communicate with 
the remainder of the army, 
Ail the wounded are being carried 
to Harbin, further north. 
It is under­ 
stood 
that tile 
correspondents also 
have been ordered to Harbin, which 
indicates that the retreat will not even 
stop at Tie pass. 
All 
hopes of the 
world heralded advance 
to Port A r­ 
thur 
have 
been 
abandoned. 
The 
weather 
conditions are even 
worse 
than during the retreat from Liaoyang. 
Streams are bank high and fords are 
impassable: but it is impossible to say 
how this will effect the final situation. 
It may 
prove Russian 
salvation by 
preventing a Japanese pursuit. On the 
other hand, however, if the Russians 
are on the wrong 
side, the flooded 
rivers may only emphasize flu* com­ 
pleteness of the disaster. 


Ammunition May Be Exhausted. 


Another serious fact that

undetermined is the ammunition sup­ 
ply.

Simultaneously the Japa- 
ri«*>«* launched a heavy assault against 
tho village of Shakhe, which had al­ 
ready been the scene of so many furi­ 
ous attacks and counter attacks. The 
Russians were forced to evacuate tho 
village, but heroically recaptured the* 
position. 
This brought 
reserves of 
both sides into action, 
but whether 
the whole of the reserves of either side* 
were engaged 
is not clear.

"A t that moment fighting began on 
the right flank with a neighboring sec­ 
tion. 
The possibility was that 
with 
the rupture of our center, our whole 
formation would 
lie threatened and 
that 
the neighboring troops 
might 
force a retreat. 
“ In order to support the troops on 
the great Mandarin road, several bat­ 
talions were rapidly pushed forward. 
The troops were thus enabled to take 
the offensive and succeeded in retak­ 
ing the village of Shakhe. reoccupying 
the first positions. 
“ Reinforced by reserves, the Jap a­ 
nese dislodged us again from the vil­ 
lage of Shakhe. 
Then th** advanced 
reserves and troops defending the po­ 
sition resumed the offensive, and after 
a stubborn fight we succeeded in reoc­ 
cupying Shakhe. repulsing the Jap a­ 
nese and driving them back two kilo­ 
metres from that blare. 
"On our right wing the position was 
for some 
time very 
alarming.

troops were attacked from the front 
and by a turning movement on their 
right flank.

“ The night of Ort. 14 passed quiet­ 
ly. 
Before 9 o’clock this morning a 
rather marked movement of the enemy 
was noticed in the direction of our po­ 
sitions on the great Mandarin road. 
Our batteries opened fire on them. 
" I have received a report from the 
commander of the left wing that the 
enemy has been strongly reinforced 
there, as was the case at Liaoyang, 
th* quantity of heavy firing caused a 
storm to burst forth, 
followed by a 
torrential rain. 
The roads are in very 
bad condition, and the 
level of the 
rivers has risen. 
The general order 
for all troops remained the same as 
before 
to offer most resolute resist­ 
ance.

the report and directing him to carry 
into effect the recommendations of the 
commission.

Robert S. Rodie, supervising inspec­ 
tor of th** Second district, steamboat 
inspection service, and Jam es A. Du­

tributing to the disaster; the fire ap­ 
paratus was faulty and cheap; crew ig­ 
norant and untrained; captain indif­ 
ferent and negligent; polots also to 
bbl me. as they could have beached the 
boat before they did; pilots censured

aiding passengers;

servers poor and criminally faulty; 
vessel’s 
owners responsible

proper conditions on vessel;

State Federation Considering Ini- 
° * 
portant Legislation 
Which 


Effects Brainerd 


TO ESTABLISH FREE AGENCIES 


Proposed Bill is Pattern2J 
After 


the One Already Enacted 


in Wisconsin. 
Consideration of legislation which will 
provide for a free state labor bureau 
was the principal topic of discussion 
at the meeting of the council of the 
State Federation of Labor, held at Min­ 
neapolis Saturday,.says the Duluth News 
Tribune. Secretary Treasurer McEvvon, 
of Duluth, was in attendance at the ses­ 
sion and led the forces which are sup­ 
porting the proposed bill. The council 
will conclud * its work at Minneapolis 
today. 
Duluth has the only free employment 
bureau in the state and the local otlico 
is under control of the municipal gov­ 
ernment. The labor leaders maintain 
that such facilities as will afford gratis 
employment should be under the direc­ 
tion of the state. 
The bill, which it is proposed shall Ion 
presented to the state legislature the 
coming winter, provides for the organi­ 
zation of free labor bureaus in every city 
of the state that is a center of organized 
labor. This is defined as all localities 
where there is a central body governing 
¡the actions of local affiliated unions. In 
Minnesota it would call for the organiz 
ing of state bureaus in Duluth,St. Paul, 
]Minneapolis, Mankato, St. Cloud. Little 
alls, Brainerd, Rochester and Winona. 
Minnesota leaders have patterned 
Itheir bill after the one recently enacted 
in Wisconsin, where all free labor bur­ 
eaus are under the direction of the state 


government and gain their support from 
that source. 
Matters of organization in fields where 
certain branches of labor have not been 
fully unionized was also a topic for con­ 
sideration by the council. Rapid strides 
are being made, principally in the south­ 
ern portion of the state, along that line 
and it is believed that attendance at the 
coming convention of 190b will show a 
wonderful gain in the number of unions 
affiliating with the federation.
